Situated much like New Orleans in 
our own country, but with an Oriental 
t, Calcutta, the great capital of 

British India, drains the wealth of the 

interior of Asia, and is the great com. 

mercial center of the Eastern world. 

Its swarming populatioa of nearly oue 

million souls is a curious admixture of 

all nationalities. The bamboo hut of 
the poor native joms the palace of the 
weaithy Baglish resident, and in the 
bazars there is @ perfect babel of 
reminding one of the scenes 

in Vanity Fair. 
As soon as the anchor was let go we 
were beset by a fleet of boats called 


which were all arxious to sell ua fruit 
or to do something to earn a rupee oc- 
casionally. The day after arriving we 
bauled into our moorings off the Es- 
lanade, near Fort William. There 
hei no wharves, ships were moored 
and stern to buoys near the shore, 
usually three abreast. After being 
moored, the crew took their departure, 
and the labor of discharging was per- 
formed by coolies, who were small, ja- 
dustrious specimens of humanity, one 
able-bodied white laborer being equal 
to four ot them; but India is a coun- 
try of cheap labor, four cents of our 
money being a good day's pay, and 
the coolie would find his own rice and 
currie, which is about the only articles 
used as food by the laboring class. 
The cargo of salt was discharged in 
lighters alongside. under the supervis- 
igaé{ customs officials, one of whom 
remeined on board at all times in the 
as he pompously remarked, of 
‘Her Britannic Majesty's revenue.’ The 
salt, after being carefully weighed, 
was thrown into the boat, and when 
tull, carefully levelled off and stamped 
over the whole surface in such a man- 
ner that none could be removed in

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLAN ¥. 


Alkaloids in Flour.—The investiga- 
tions of Mons. Ballaud indicate that 
flour becomes unwhulsome after long 
keeping in sacks, alkaloids being 
formed in consequence of the acidity 
of the old flour during the transforma- 
tion of gluten under the influence of 
the natural ferment of wheat. Traces 
of the alkaloids are found in flour a 
year ora year and a half old, but are 
more marked in that which has 
ground two or three years. 

Heights of Clouds.—Measurements of 
the heights of clouds have been made 
at the Upsala Observatory during the 
t summer. The rc sults are approxi- 
mately as follows. Stratus, 2000 feet; 
pimbus, or rain cloud, from 3600 to 
7200 feet; cumulus, 
18,000 feet; cirrus, 22,400 feet. Cloud 
measurements are always somewhat 
difficult and uncertain, but these 
figures are considered fairly exact.
